Killed at Kingston BEEF TALLOW 


(Kingston Whig.) 

A most lamentable accident, wbioh re- 
salted in tbe loss of one life, occurred at 
Queen's oollege boil lings about eight 
o’olook on Thursday morning. Tbe nn- 
fortnnate viotim was George Riohards, a 
mason, of Napanee, and death oeme to 
him as he was engaged in his daily toil. 
Daring the two years in wbioh tbe new 
bnildings on the oampns have been in 
ooarse of ereotion, no aooident of any mo¬ 
ment has before occurred, and the oon- 
tractors were oongratnlating themselves on 
their good look. 

Riohards was employed on the wall of 
the new physios bailding, and had been at 
work bat a short lime when the fatal 
aooident ooonffed. Opposite him stood 
the big derrick. Two of its legs faced tbe 
west. Snddenly the legs oollapsed and the 
heavy strnotnre fell toward the man. His 
oomrades shouted a warning, bat it was 
too late. The big timbers struck him in 
the side and be fell. Kind hands raised 
him, and ministered to his needs uDtii 
Reid's ambulanoe arrived, when he was 
taken to the general hospital. He was 
conscious until the hospital was reached, 
and talked to those who accompanied him, 
asking them to break the news gently to 
bis family. Ten minuter later, be brntb- 
ed his last. 

The deceased gentleman was well known 
to many oitizens. F. G. Lockett telephon¬ 
ed to Riohard Irving, manager of Haines’ 
shoe store at Napanee, requesting him to 
break the sad intelligence to tbe bereaved 
family. Mr. Lookett himself looked after 
tbe remains, and aooompanied them west 
on the G, T. R. train at 3:20 o’olook this 
afternoon. 

Mr. Riohards was a man of over fifty 
years of age. For two years he has been 
engaged as a mason on Queen’s oollege 
buildings. Last summer he was in the 
employment of Sallivan & Langdon, con¬ 
tractors, and theee gentlemen speak in the 
highest terms of the deceased’s skill and 
faithfullneBs. This season he was employ¬ 
ed by William McCartney, contractor. 
Tbe deceased wao a member of the masons 
union, and an industrious, competent 
workman. 

A wife, two daughters and one son sur- 
vive him. To them tbe sadden news 
came as an awful blow this morning, and 
the bright little homelo Napanee had oast 
over it a cloud of inevitable gloom 
Mr. Riohards was an ardent member of 
the Plymouth Brethren, and three weeks 
ago Sunday night he preaohed a sermon in 
Maodonald park He was a well read 
man, a voluble speaker, and a pleasant 
conversationalist. In politics be was a 
staunoh liberal, and always took a great 
interest in public matters. As a mark of 
rsspeot to their deceased fellow workmen, 
the men engaged oq the bailding quit work 
for the day.

A despatch from Chicago says *•

CANADA’S GREAT FOREST. 

It Is 4,000 miles Long and 700 
Miles Wide. 

Many persons have wondered if tho 
stories are true about an immense 
northern belt of timber stretching 
across Canada from the Atlantic to 
Alaska. It is said that none of this 
forest has yet been utilized by man, 
though it has immense resources in 
pulp wood and other timber. There 
is pq doubt that the timber Is there 
and that it is a great reserve source 
of future wealth. Ono may easily 
trace this belt of timber far across 
Canada on any map. 

The east end of tho belt almost, 
overhangs Atlantic waters to the 
north of the Strait of Belle Isle, and 
touches the waters of the Gulf of 
St. Lawrence, south of that strait. 
It sweeps westward round tho 
southern prolongation of Hudson 
Bay, northwest between Hudson Bay 
and Lake Winnipeg, to beyond tho 
Churchill River, and then on across 
the lake regions of tho Northwest 
Territories and still farther to Al¬ 
aska. This mighty belt of trees is 
about. 4,000 miles ..long and has 
an &\t*rugo width of. 700 miles. Of 
course the trees tend to become 
smaller in the North. 

Probably Dr. Robert Bell, tho 
well-knowii geologist, who has been 
connected with tho Canadian Geolo-. 
gical Survey for many years, has 
written more about this northern 
forest than any other man. Ho has 
been studying the geographical dis¬ 
tribution of the Cunadiun forest 
trees for forty years and his maps 
arc often used to show tho extent of 
the Canadian timber lands. 

One of his limps published in tho 
Scottish Geographical Magazine in 
1807 shows tho northern limits of 
tho principal trees in tho 

FOUR ORIGINAL PROVINCES, j 
(the Custom provinces) of Canada. ! 
Tho great northern forest holt has j 
everywhere tho sumo characteristic I 
features. The trees, as n rule, arc j 
not large and condlfet for the most 
part of nine species—black and I 

white’spruce. Bnnksian pine, larch 
balsam Ur, aspen, balsam poplar, , 
canoe birch and bird cherry, with 1 
several kinds of small willows. The 
spruces, spread all through the belt, j 
thrive further to the north than any i 
of the other varieties. 

There are great forest fires in this i 
tree belt, but we seldom hear of ! 
them. They arc mostly duo to 1 
lightning in the summer time. The i 
conditions are then perfect for great 
forest fires, the pitchy trees burning 
with almost explosive rapidity. Some 
of the fires have been known to run 
over 150 miles in ten hours, or at 
tho rate of fifteen miles an hour, i 
These fires account for the patchy | 
appearance of the great northern . 
forests. If a person stands at a 
height where ho can look over a 
wide region he sees thut all through j 
the forest are dilTerent shades of 
green covering larger or smaller J 
areas. These shades of color repre- > 
sent growths of dilTerent ages be¬ 
ginning after forest /.res of dilTerent j 
periods. This process of growth and , 
dost ruction Is going on ull tho 1 
while. 

Hornet Inns the areas destroyed em¬ 
brace thousands of square miles.

We believe that the average far 
horse is underfed, not but wh 
there are many instances whe 
these are kept in the very pink 
condition, but on the average, 
we say, we believe they are und< 
fed, says the Homestead. We < 
not mean by this that animals g 
an insufficient supply of food to a 
pease their hunger, but wo do met 
that the supply of nutrients in mai 
cases is not sufficient to take t 
place of the wear and tear caus> 
by hard work. This is especial 
true when corn alone is fed. Wh: 
we know of many instances whe 
good farmers feed com alono duri] 
the entire year, yet in tho major! 
of these cases farm animals are ge 
orally in a somewhat thin cone 
tion. Corn is a fat producing foo 
but when unimal.s arc working th 
need n. largo supply of lean me 
producing food. 

Some time ago a city physich 
informed us of tho fact that he w 
unable to keep his horses in go< 
flesh, and asked our advice ns to t 
method of feeding them. Upon i 
quiry vvo found that corn alone w 
being fed. At our suggestion 
chnhgccl the food to the followii 
ration: A mlxturo composed of 1 
pounds of oats, 50 pounds of co 
und 25 pounds of bran, to be fed 
the amount of 15 to 18 pounds 
day per animal. To his surprif 
although not to ours, the hors 
immediately began to gain in lies 
Now this was due to the fact th 
the bran and oats in the new rath 
supplied a larger amount of flo 
forming material, so that horses <1 
ing a large amount of driving dal 
were kept in a much more rnuscul 
condition when on ibis food, whi 
at the same time their nppcarnn 
was much improved.

ESTRANGEMENT OF CHRIS¬ 
TIANS IS ONE RESULT. 


Count Eerngtorff Thinks Britain' 
and Germany Should 
Stand Together. 

Writing in the Evangelical Alliance j 
Quarterly on "Germany, England ■ 
und the Peace," Count BernstorlT j 
says that it has been a cause of 
natural sorrow to English Christians 
that tho war hus greatly estranged 
from them the hearts of their Con¬ 
tinental brethren ; but wo certainly 
hope that after tho conclusion of 
peace tho mutual understanding will 
bo restoiod. 

The eHirungoJMBt between English 
and German Christians was always 
looked upon by the writer u» u great 
I misfortune, llo thinks the two na¬ 
tions o to stand together in 

true friendship, und this view is not I 
only the result of a personal sym¬ 
pathy which his relations with Brit- t 
isli Christians und n long stay in I 
England have brought about. 

It is also his opinion that, politi¬ 
cally, it is required by the true in¬ 
terest of both countries. Tho Ger¬ 
man press has been very hostile to 
England during tho war, but a fairer 
view of the matter will undoubtedly j 
be taken now, and wo venture to 
hope that the British prusH will also 
help to forget the past.

When, as a lad of 20, and Prince "You like him," replied the 
of Wales, King Edward VII. visited 
St. Louis, Mo., the annual fair was 
on there. A large amphitheatre seat¬ 
ed 25,000 peoi lo. The show ring in¬ 
side the amphitheatre wus between 
an eighth and u quarter of a mile in 
length. The stock of horses and 
cattle on exhibition was exception¬ 
ally good. Horses came to compete 
for the premiums from every State 
in the Union. The Prince took great 
interest in the stock, and examined 
it carefully. 

A premium of 81,000 was offered 
for the best harness stallion, free for 
all in the United States. It was tho 
first $1,000 premium ever offered 
for horses in that country, and tho 
competition was exciting. 

Forty-seven horses were entered 
and showed for the prize. Among 
the number were Flying Cloud, 

Stockbrldgo Chief, Quicksilver, and 
Silver He Bis, all siicd by Vermont 
Black Hawk. 

A DANGEROUS BEAUTY. 

Silver Heels was one of the most 
magnificent end stylish horses im¬ 
aginable.

NOTES AND COMMENTS. 

Mr. A. Montcflore Brice's recent 
article in the London ‘Mail uses the 
police court records and the census 
returns to warn the world against 
early marriage. Apparently Mr. 
Brioc thinks that people who marry 
before they arc 21 incur great dan¬ 
gers. Statistics from Berlin have 
shown of late that divorces are 
much more frequent among those 
who marry early than among those 
who marry late. Of course those 
who marry early have more time in 
which to get divorced. Even when 
this fact has been reckoned with, 
howe'er, there still seems to the sta- 
tifeticir ns to be reason to think 
that the marriage of minors is in 
general a mistake. What is true in 
Berlin appears now to be true in 
London. The “spiritual and scien¬ 
tific mating and marriage," which 
Was suggested the other day at a 
woman's meeting in New York, 
seems often to be neglected in Eng¬ 
lish affairs of the heart. The con¬ 
sequence of that neglect is to he 
seen, thinks Mr. Brice, in the largo 
number of desertions to which the 
police court records and the cen¬ 
sus returns bear witness. 


The numl»er of child marriages is 
in itself astonishing. In London, 
if one considers the total number of 
marriages, 4.5 per cent, are those of 
male minors and 16.5 per cent, arc 
those of female minors. In the Pro¬ 
vinces 5.5 per cent, are those of 
mule minors und 18 per cent, those 
of female minors. It appears, then, 
that the Provinces are in this mat¬ 
ter worse than London and the wo¬ 
men worse than the men. In Eng¬ 
land and Wales there are 50,398 
married persons who are under jx'jc. 
In London alone thjrc are 13,000 
such persons. On the night of the 
last census of those wives whose hus¬ 
bands were not living with them 
742 were under age, and cf those 
husbands whose wives were not liv¬ 
ing with them 2,000 were under ngc. 
Also of tlie 850 minors in prison 
200 were married. These things, to¬ 
gether with many incidents that 
have come under his notice, have 
convinced Mr. Brice that the early 
marriage is an institution which 
ernnot too soon disappear. 

That it is tending to disappear 
seems to be indicated by the history 
of the last quarter century. In 
1874, which was a kind of “banner 
year," or "high wuter mark," out 
of every 1,000 husbands and wives 
84 husbands and 227 wives were 
under age. Since that time there 
has been steady, uninterrupted pro¬ 
gress. To-day out of every 1,000 
husbunds and wivos there arc only 
50 husbands and only 165 wives 
under age. The marriage age. it 
seems, is rising Which lnay mean 
that people are more sensible. It 
may really mean, however, that 
times are harder and food prices 
higher. Or it may m(?an that the 
"standard of life" has risen and 
men and women will not marry un¬ 
less ilicy can be sure of a higher de- 
gre • of physical comfort In their 
homes. Any one, or all, of these 
things may be true. The fact is 
clear. The explanation is difficult.

The truth is that our girls 
spurn the tame and namby-pamby 
stories usually written for them. 
They would rather read their bro¬ 
ther’s books than their own. Stories 
of during, lighting and adventure 
are more interesting to them than 
tales of meek and self-sacrificing 
misses who act sedately and die 
young. There is no .such marked 
dilTerencc in the tastes for boys and 
girls as the makers of distinctively 
feminine stories were wont to sup¬ 
pose. They both like life and ac¬ 
tion in their books, just as their 
elders do. and there is no reason 
why the girls should not have it as 
much as the boys. For wholesome 
and interesting books there will al¬ 
ways be a demon, but girls' books 
as a separate class seem about to 
become extinct. Nor is this a mat¬ 
ter for regret. The present demand 
of the publishers for Juvenile books 
written for both boys and girls af¬ 
fords at least one instance in which 
commercial motives are in accord 
with what is normal and wholesome.

The means of poind arizing Shake¬ 
speare which are so much discussed 
in Fnglund seem to have been found 
in Germany. At the Koynl Theatre 
in Berlin eighty performances of 
Shakespeare's plays were given dur¬ 
ing the lust theatre year of ten 
months. Fourteen plays were act¬ 
ed. One of these. "Macbeth," was 
played twenty-three times. These 
dramas are of course infinitely more 
sublime in the original than in the 
translation used in Germany, schol¬ 
arly os some of them arc But no 
English-speaking theatre devoted so 
muah of its season to the works of 
the great English playwright. nnd 
the cause of that was the indifference 
of the public to those plays. Any 
demand to hear them would be met 
promptly by as many performances 
as the public desired to witness. 
Managers find the contemporary dra¬ 
ma so unproductive that they would 
be delighted to give the classic 
plays if there were real desire for 
them. The Royal Theatre has in 
Berlin a .subsidy of thousands of dol¬ 
lars a year. But that would not 
make it possible to prodi4$p the 
Shakespeare drumua unless there 
were a desire on the part of the pub¬ 
lic to sec them. It is irfleresting to 
note tJiat Shakespeare had in this 
period more representations than 
either Goethe or Schiller, although 
this theatre is in the capital of Oic 
German Empire.

The directions 
pertaining to diet, drink and cloth¬ 
ing are useful and of hygienic value, 
but little comfort is to be derived 
from them unless the advice to “keep 
cool ’ is carefully and religiously 
followed. Unless those who sweat 
un 1 swelter are willing to heed this 
advice they cannot hold the health 
department responsible for heat pro¬ 
fitin', ions and other distressing con- 
h0 .n;. ii. , h of summer weather. 

Nest in importance comes the ad¬ 
vice to “keep on the shady side of 
the street.” If there is no "shudy 
side" to the street *ou should move 
on the street. If your grocer und 
butcher and baker live on the sunny 
side of the street have them move 
to the other side or else trude some¬ 
where else. The health ofliccr will 
nl. o caution you “to avoid exer¬ 
tion". which is good advice to fol¬ 
low any lime of the year. In case 
of sunstroke it is best to knock oil 
work of any kind and go home or 
seek some cool, quiet spot. In any 
event it is best to get out of the 
sun. You will also be told that it 
Is best to drink hot drinks and 
take hot baths, for the reason that 
the warmer the body the cooler will 
BfCin the atmosphere. Anyone who 
will take the trouble to follow these 
simple, hygienic suggestions can 
hardly fail to spend a comfortable 
summer.

Scenes at the Execution of the 
Murderer of Constable Boyd.

The execution of Fred Leo Rice on 
Friday morning was the drawing of 
the curtain over the last act in the 
long drama of crime which followed 
the coming of the Rutledge guug to 
Canada. Within a few blocks of the

CYCLONE BROTJGflT DEATH 

Awful Destruction at Chester villa, 
Out. 

A Chestervllle, Out., despatch 
says A storm of unusual violenco 
passed over thi9 territory on Thurs¬ 
day night, accompanied by a cyclono 
which exceeded in fury anything of 
its kind in tm memory of the oldest 
inhabitant. There were almost in¬ 
cessant electrical discharges. 

The tornado took a southeasterly 
direction and passed within a njle 
of tho town. Those who were watch¬ 
ing felt distinctly the hot blasts 
from the cyclono as it swept with 
fearful velocity to the southeast; the 
wind twisted, tore and destroyed 
every tiling in its path for a space 
of about fifty or telxty rods in 
width, while everything in a radius 
of a mile in width was. more or less 
affected. Tho storm is supposed to 
have spent its energy at the St. 
Lawrence. 

SCENE OF DEVASTATION. 

On Friday morning the country for 
miles around presented a scene of 
devastation. Fences have disappear¬ 
ed and cannot bo found. Dwellings 
aJid outbuildings were overturned 
and in some cases torn to pieces. 
Dead cattle arc lying here and there 
at almost every farm in the center 
of the storm’s path. 

SOME KILLED, MANY INJURED. 

Several persons were killed and a 
number injured at the farm of John 
Kearns, 7th concession of Winches¬ 
ter. Portions of the barn lay about 
the premises and of the dwelling not 
a vestige could be found. Not even 
a splinter or a rag gave evidence 
that it had once been the site of a 
happy home. 

The father lay In the clover field 
with a broken hip and otherwise 
terribly bruised, and near him lay 
his little son, seven years old, quite 
dead. The corpse of the unfortunate 
mother, evidently picked up with 
the house, was found against the 
fence. The two other children were 
found in the field with broken limbs 
and terribly bruised but still living. 

The property of J. Coyne, adjoin¬ 
ing the Kearns' property, presented 
a unique appearance. Maples, elms, 
and oaks- were torn from their roots, 
twisted, broken and splintered. Many 
instances of narrow escapes -arc be¬ 
ing reported. 

SOME NARROW ESCAPES. 

At the residence of Michael S. 
Grady, 5lh concession of Winchester, 
a narrow escape is reported. John 
Clark, the mother and four children 
were in the stable milking when tho 
barn collapsed over them. Clark 
escaped through a portion of the 
roof, and getting an axe, cut his 
way to the imprisoned family, all 
of whom were got out safely except 
one girl badly injured. 

Tho residence of Harmon Shaver 
9th concession, Township of Win¬ 
chester, one of the most solid brick 
houses in this locality, was com¬ 
pletely devastated. It is impossible 
to estimate the damage now, but it 
is within the mark to say that in 
the townships of Winchester, Finch 
and Osnabruck it will exceed 8200,- 
000. At the time of writing four 
arc reportod dead and many serious¬ 
ly injured.

MACHINE LAYS BRICKS. 

Two Men and a Boy Can Do 
Work of Six or Seven Men. 

A despatch from Washington says : 
—Commercial Agent F. S. S. John¬ 
son, of SLunbritlgc, reports a recent 
invention, which consists of brick¬ 
laying by machinery instead of by 
hand. He savs : "'] ho machine, 
worked by two men and a lad, will 
lay 400 to GOO bricks per hour. 
Door and window spaces cause only 
a slight delay. The machine is suit- 
ed for all plain work, such ns walls, 
sheds, mills, factories, rows of cot- 
tages, piers of bridges, etc. Con¬ 
siderable pressure is put on the 
bricks, and it is claimed that the 
work is more firmly done than by 
hund. The invention will do the 
work of six or seven skilled brick¬ 
layers, and it is belicued that a ma¬ 
chine adapted to build u factory 
covering about GO x 40 feet could be 
I nut on the market for $500. The 
apparatus can be readily worked 
after a fortnight’s instruction.

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ECONOMICAL PORK PROCUCTION 

In the past some objections have 
been raised by the packers re the use 
of forage plants and roots for pork 
production,,bnt the light of recent ex¬ 
periments would seem to show their 
fears or objections groundless ; in fact 
the good influence of a considerable 
proportion dr*j£reen fd&f or roots in 
the ration of a pig can scarcely be 
overestimated. It has long been 
known that skim milk has a most 
beneficial influence upon the thrift of 
the porkers, and quality of the pork, 
even when the amount fed forms only 
a small part of the ration. Green food 
and roots seem in a large measure to 
be capable of supplementing the 
now,—in view of the tremendous ex* 
pansion in the Canadian bacon indus¬ 
try,—quite inadequate supply of dairy 
by-products, for use in pig feeding. 
The farmer whose conditions permit 
may go even further than to use forage 
plants as a supplementary fo5d. He 
may even make them the chief item of 
his pig feed i/ he is careful to use a 
good proportion of grain, (oats, pease 
and barley) during the last month ol 
the feeding period. 

As the season is rather far advanced 
for an exhaustive discussion of fotago 
crops suitable for this purpose, I shall 
confine my remarks to such. as are 
still seasonable. 

CLOVER—Probably no crop is 
better adapted to young pigs than 
clover, and a bit of clover stubble used 
for this purpose wi^ give very good 
returns. So far as our experiments 
go, the pork produced iu of good 
quality. 

RAPE—Of all the crops used here 
so far for pasturing pigs, rape quite 
easily stands first. Tho principal 
1 oints in its favor are—(1) its quick 
growth, (2) its wide range, as it grows 
well on almost any kind of land, (3) its 
long season, as it may bo sown as late 
as September and still do fairly well, 
(4) its evident palatability, as the pigs 
eat it greedily, and (5) its good effect 
upon the quality of tho bacon, pro¬ 
ducing as it does, almost invariably a 
good firm carcass. Rape may be ex¬ 
pected to be fit for-pasturage from six 
to eight weeks from date of sowing. 
It should bo sown in rows about 
twenty-four inches apart, sinco when 
so grown it gives the greatest return 
per acre, ancDis best adapted for pas¬ 
turing. It should be sown fairly 
thickly in the rows, say three lbs. of 
seed per acre. An acre may be ex¬ 
pected to carrv from 20 to 40 pigs 
through a reason, depending on the 
season and the condition of the crop 
when tbo pigs are turned in. 

VETCHES—Vetches also are val¬ 
uable as forage for swine, aid may be, 
under exceptional conditions, sown 
late in the season. Especially is this 
true of the hairy vetch, which species 
has the peculiar quality of growing up 
again after having been cut off or 
catch down. 

OATS—-Probably no green crop will 
give a bettor reti rn in pork than oats. 
They may be sown lato or early in the 
season at tho rate of five or six bushels

Another item of some importance to 
the feeder is the Comparative economy 
of winter and summer feeding of pigs. 
According to various experiments cm 
ducted here recently, pork may b« 
produced at about $1.00 per hundred 
i ounds, live weight, loss cost in sum¬ 
mer than in winter. This seems to bo 
due to loss cost of green feed, as well 
as low temperature, which must bo 
overcome by food or by artificial heat.

A FISHERMAN’S LUNCH. 

How the True Anarler Broil. Trout 

For His lloondoy Heal. 

In the deep shnde of the tree tlic bus¬ 
hels are laid, and now a fire la started 
nearby, one of Van Dyke's little 
"friendship fires,” which shall also 
cook a few trout. “Get two flat stones, 
friend—and they'll be bard to find In 
this bowlder country, but they are 
sometimes worn quite flat—while I 
gather some sufficient wood." Into the 
fire tho stones go, and the wood Is 
heaped about them. Boon the Intense 
gtow of live wood embers Indicates 
that the time has come. 

The trout, a silver of bacon in each, 
arc placed on one stone, first well dust¬ 
ed of Its ashes, and the other stone Is 
hitd upon them. Now the hot embers 
are raked 'about and over the stones, 
and tbs lunch Is spread on tho big 
rock near the spring. 

0 ye epicures, who think nothing 
good unless served by a Delmotilco or 
a Sherry, go yo Into tho mountains, fol¬ 
low n brook for half a day, get wet and 
tired and hungry, sit down by an loe 
cold spring and eat bropk trout cooked 
on the spot and delicious bread and 
butter liberally spread with clover hon¬ 
ey.

A "Lot” of Land. 

A Hartford lawyer Is of the opinion 
that the term “lot” ns applied to a par¬ 
cel of land Is an American product, not 
fierlvcd from any other uses of the 
word. Ho says: “I have been rending 
up some of the old histories of my 
state, of Long Island and other colo¬ 
nial sections recently, and I find that 
tho term 'n lot of land’ was originated 
In the colonies; that It Is today consid¬ 
ered an Americanism and stnnds apart 
from other uses of the word. It origi¬ 
nated from the custom of dividing 
grants for townships, etc., Into parcels 
of land and then numbering each par¬ 
cel, putting tho numbers Into a hat or 
whatever was used and then having 
them drawn out by those who were to 
occupy the land. Each man took the 
parcel corresponding to his number, so 
his land came by lot literally, and 
bonce tho use of tho term. This, I pre- 
sumo, Is ancient history, but perhaps 
ancient enough to have been forgotten 
by most real estnto dealers and other 
people-who deal In land and mot lam- 
gunge.”

The minutes of the last regular 
sessions were read and confirmed. 

Coun. Madole entered. 

The legal opinion of C. R. W. 
Biggar, K. C-, of Toronto, in reference 
to the electric light situation, was read 
by the clerk. At the last session of 
tho council the opinions of D. H. 
Preston, town solicitor, and W. S. 
Herrington wero placed before the 
council, but there was a considerable 
difference in these, and tho members 
of the council thought it wise to obtain 
advice from Mr. Biggar, of Toronto. 
Consequently the two legal opinions, 
together with a copy of the contract 
existing between the town and the late 
John R* Scott Co, was forwarded to 
Mr. Biggar. According to the con¬ 
tract if the said John R. Scott Co., did 
not fulfill their agreement in every 
particulai the poles and wires thereon, 
to withiu the limits of the town, 
became tho property of the town. Ho 
thought, that by giving thirty days’ 
notice the town could appropriate the 
said poles and wires under the con¬ 
ditions of the contract, provided said 
contract had not been fulfilled. The 
initial steps to straighten out the 
electric light tangle was taken when 
it was moved by Coun. Carson, second¬ 
ed by Coun. Madole that the clerk 
write all towns in Ontario, with a 
population under 5000, with a view of 
getting the prices charged private 
consumers and for street light, and 
compare them withe the prices charged 
in town, said information to be laid 
beiore tlie council at its next session. 
Tho motion was carried.

PEMMICAN TC4S* OY GREAT 

Value so ye*r<* ago. 

Composed of Buffalo Meat, Pound¬ 
ed Fine, hiid Mixed With 
Melted Fat. 

•Fifty years ago pemmican wus to 
the shifting and scant population of 
the Northwest what flour is in tho 
present day to Engl ikh-spoak ing 
peoples in most civilized portions of 
the globe—the stuplo and most com¬ 
mon food of the country. Then it 
was always made from tho buffalo, 
which covered the Western plains^ 
The great fur corf oration known 
tho Hudson Bay Company bought* 
hundreds of bags of the dark, nu¬ 
tritious compound annually from 
the Indians for use at its trading 
posts scattered over the vast wild¬ 
erness stretching from the Red River 
and Hudson Bay to the Rocky Moun¬ 
tains, and from the two Suskatche- 
watiB to the Arctic Sea, a region 
then designated Prince Rupert s 
Land. 

Femmicun (or, more properly, 
pimeokon) is a Creo word meaning a 
mixture, or something made with 
fat. It wus composed of buffulo meat 
dried in tho sun und pounded fine, 
mixed with melted fat, und was 
sewn up in sacks made from the ruw 
hide of tho buffulo, with the hair 
outside. It did not look inviting, 
but, was, in fact, wholesome, strong 
food, which would keep for yours, If 
the buffalo was important to tho fuij 
trader, tho ungainly Animal was li'J 
itself to tho rod man, for it fun«u 
nished him with everything his heurt 
could desire, or with the means of 
procuring it.

ket of the genuine article. 















WHAT TO DO WITH CHEESE. 

.Lovers of cheese will appreciate 
so-called dream cakes, which have 
almost superseded Welsh rabbit. 
Spread thin slices of bread with but¬ 
ter, make these into sandwiches with 
grated or finely cut cheese und pre¬ 
pared, mustard for a filling, and fry 
in a little hot butter, browning them 
well on both sides. Still another 
excellent cheese dish consists of 
choose ■ added to a good cream sauce 
and poured oVcr sliced toast. 

Hits of cheese, either cream or the 
harder cheeses, should never be 
thrown away, for several varieties 
enu be blended together with added 
seasoning with excellent etTect. l-’or 
'•Xirniplo, cream cheese und Itoque- 
f< rt cheese cun £>e mushed together 
wiih a fork and mixed with a little 
butter and rolled Into bulls with the 
hand and served with salad. Cream 
cheese savory made into balls,, the 
seasoning depending largely upon the 
I lutes of the persons to whom it 
is to .jo served. Chopped chives, 
onion or parsley can bo added to it 
and a little cream if it is too stiff, 
it can Ik; arranged on a plate in a 
moundl or rolled into halls.

LARGE AND SMALL COWS. * 

Sometimes the question seems per¬ 
tinent to the dairyman whether % a 
small cow will not eat less than a 
large cow, and give a correspond¬ 
ingly greater amount of milk and 
cream for the food actually con¬ 
sumed. It naturally appears as if 
the small cows were better adapted 
to milk and cream producing, while 
the heavy animals were better fitted 
for beef purposes. In a way, our 
breeds are thus divided into small 
dairy cows, and the lurgo beef ani¬ 
mals. There have been a number 
of experiments conducted in recent 
years at the different experiment 
stations which will help one to ar¬ 
rive at some sort of conclusion to 
guide him in the selection of ani¬ 
mals. Out of several, hundred cows 
tested, with the light ones averag¬ 
ing J»80 pounds each, and the large 
ones 1,200 pounds each, it was found 
that the milk of the small cow was 
uniformly richer in fat than the 
largo ones, and that, the largo cows 
ate a greater amount of food than 
the smaller ones, although accord¬ 
ing to their weight were actually 
smaller enters. Tills latter, how¬ 
ever. was beside the point, and had 
nothing to do with the question un¬ 
der consideration. 

But another point which was 
brought out in these tests showed 
that the small cow did not havo 
everything its own way. The small 
animals showed an actual loss in 
milk production. Both relatively 
and absolutely they produced less 
milk than the large cows. This 
partly evened up matters in ll o 
question of richness of milk and 
smaller amount of food eaten. The 
large cows were found to be more 
persistent milkers than the smaller 
ones, but the small cows while giv¬ 
ing out in milk showed a quicker 
tendency to fatten up on the same 
food Consequently, when the milk 
decreased they could be prepared for 
the market in much less time for 
the same amount of food. 

In a way these experiments did 
not prove anything which could ho 
used ns infallible rules. The small 
cow Imd its advantages, and like¬ 
wise the large cow. It, is impossi¬ 
ble to say which is the better. The 
two will always havo their friends, 
and goad individuals of any fine 
bn ed arc after all t he one thing wo 
must aim for. 

THE HKIMMINO OF MILK. 

There are great objections to hav¬ 
ing to care for on the farm, and 
haul to the factory, a large bulk 
of milk, when only the cream is 
needed, and any system which does 
away with the seemingly useless la¬ 
bor of handling eight or ten pounds 
for the delivery of one, will he most 
welcome. In the season of bad 
roads it is diflicult to carry large 
loads of cans, and sometimes it is 
impossible to transport milk to the 
creamery when cream alone might be 
carried. Besides the advantage of 
having to haul only a small amount 
instead of a large amount, it is an 
advantage to have cream removed 
on the farm so that, skim-milk may 
be fed when fresh. The gathered 
cream system with deep-set milk 
gives these results only partially.

| flli soon as the bugs appear get 
the lime .^uid the vitriol and the 
Dug Death of Paris green and pre¬ 
pare for business. Weigh four 
pounds of good stone lime and slake 
1 it with hot water, dissolve four 
pounds of blue vitriol by hanging it 
in a wooden tub full of water. Di¬ 
lute both solutions and pour them 
into the burrcl, putting in tiie lime 
wash first. Dilute them to 40 gal¬ 
lons, then mix up eight pounds of 
Dug Death and pour into the mix¬ 
ture. Try this on an acre. If tho 
'plants are only partly grown it will 
do 1$ acres or perhaps two if care 
is used. t 

On another acre use the hordcuux 
mixture and a half pound of Paris 
green instead of Dug Death. Mark 
each acre and fn the second and 
third sprayings use Dug Death on 
’the same piece ns before and Paris 
green where it went before. At dig¬ 
ging time note the yield from tin; 
respective acres and see for your- 
, self whether or not Dug Death does 
j what is claimed for it. 

I At any rate. whether you make

| deuux And some insecticide with it. 
j There is no experiment about using 
bordeuux. 

Have the spray and pump in good 
order, .see that you cun got up a 
pressure of 100 pounds to the square 
Inch and make fine spray. A coarse 
dripping spray is no good. Neither 
is a watering can, nor a broom. En¬ 
velop your potato plants in a fog 
of bordeaux mixture every 10 days 
and you need not fear rust.
